Plans Have been completed by tho
Southern Railway Company for the
lengthening of the ^Seventh Street
arch on the south Bide of tho Free
Bridge, ana .1 1b said that work will
be started early this month. Tho arch
will be wldeiiwd bo that four tracks
can be run under It, and It will bo
forty-four feet long, the enmo width
as the street, which was widened sev¬

eral months ago by th»» city. Tho
congestion will be greatly relieved by
the improvement, which has been in
contemplation for some time.
The work was delayed on account

of the inability of the Southern to
reach an agreement with the city as
to the price of tl\-f property to bo
acquired. Committees from the South
Richmond and Chestorllehd BusIiicvm
Men's Association and the South Rich¬
mond Democratic Club urged thi
widening of tho arch, and a satisfac¬
tory agreement was recently reached
between the City Engineer and the
company.

utes elapsed on Thursday after thesuperdreadnaught Wyoinln-, her hull.scraped and resplendent In a new coatof red paint, slipped out of dry docksin tho New York Navy Yard, and thobig sea lighter Texas nosed her way In.As soon as tho Texas was straight¬ened in the dock the big navy yardpumps started to draw the water out,and In less than two hours tho hugehull of tho Texas was exposed. Sovoralhundred bluejackets scraped barnaclesfrom the ship and she was almost readyfor paint by dusk yesterday.Minor repair work is being rushed
on the big battleships and their com¬manders say they will be ready to goto Mexican waters long before theirsailing time next week.
The gunboats Machlas and Marietta,conspicuous In the War with Spain,are being overhauled before they goto join Rear-Admiral Wlnslow's "fly¬ing squadron," now headed for Mex¬

ico.
The Marietta rounded Cape Hornwith tho Oregon on her famous voy¬

age. She, ;is well as the Machlas, still
lias the same engines that did service
against Spain, but new guns glisten
on her deck and from h<-r side turrets.
Anticipating Inshor'- work for thelittle gunboats with Rear-AdmiralWlnslow's service squadron, the NavyDepartment Is fitting them out with a

full equipment of small field guns and
caissons for shore work.
The armored cruiser Tennessee, until

the evidence taken by the com¬
mission in compliance with a leglsla-
tlvo resolution, as to the receivership
tale of the Cape Fear anil Yadkin Val¬
ley Hal I road, Wilmington to Mount
Airy, and Its partition between the
Atlantic Coast Line and tho Southern
Railway Company through alleged
conspiracy to cut off competition about
1805. Tho evidence is voluminous, and
the letter of transmission which gives
only a summary of tho more import¬
ant features makes a document of
eleven pages.
The commission points out that tho

resolution of the 1913 Legislature, un¬
der which the Investigation was made,
merely directs the taking of evidence
without requiring any

"

expression of
opinion by tho commission. The course
now will depend on tho decision by tho
attorney-general as to whether tho
evidence will warrant him In taking
tho matter to the United States dis¬
trict attorney for him to institute Fed-
oral proceedings for tho annulment of
tha sale and partition as in violation
of the Sherman antitrust act.

It is understood that Attorney-Gen¬
eral Blckett will go before the Attor¬
ney-General of tho United States <ind
ask for tho Federal proceedings, and
that Attorney A. Jj. Brooks, of Greens¬
boro, who has been active In the
securing of the resolution and In tho
hearings before the commission, will
go with General Blckett to Washing¬
ton to press upon the Attorney-Gen¬
eral the necessity for the proceeding.

The. most important witnesses ex¬
amine^ by the Corporation Commis¬
sion, and whose evidence in detail Is
transmitted to the Attorney-General
were President Harry Walters, of tho
board of directors of the Atlantic Coast
Line; Captain J. W. Fry, who was
president and manager of the old Capo
Fear and Yadlcln Valley Railroad, and
W. E. ICylem, formerly trafllc man-
aKcr of that line.
The trend of the evidence was that

prior to tho receivership there was an
agreement bctwen tho Capo Fear and
Yadkin Valley and tho Norfolk and
Western for connections an' exten¬
sions for interstate trafllc, sharply
competitive with both the Southern
and Atlantic Coast Line; that this was
allowed to lapse after the Norfolk and
Western purchased the Roanoke-
Wlnston-Salem line, and that the re¬
ceivership sale of tho Cape Fear and
Yadkin Vallayo and partition was un-«
der circumstances pointing to collusion
between the two lines to restrain com¬
petition.
